Report Filed Which Contains Many 
Recommendations Concerning the 
Conduct ot Municipal 
Business. 


The October Grand Jury made its final 
report Friday afternoon. 

There were returned 179 true bills and 
83 were ignored. Twenty of the indictments 
were sealed, and much speculation was in- 
dulged in around the Four Courts as to 
whether anybodv-from the City Hall was 
ind:cted fow pay roll stuffing. 

The most interesting part of the report 
was the written section which accompanied 
the indictments, 

The first thing mentioned in the report 
was “grafting,’’ as it is practiced in the 
First District Pelice Court. Attention was 
called to the fact that while the number of 
cases tried was steadily increasing, the 
revenue was rapidly decreasing. The jury 
blames the police department for this in a 
measure, and says: the grafting is encour- 
aged by police captains and desk sergeants 
accepting bonds, 

The action of the City Attorney and his 
assistant in dismissing so many cases was 
also taken up and ceiusured. The practice, 
60 the jury says, tends to increase crime. 

The grand-jury recommends that the 
City Comptroiier appoint a depuly to at- 
tend each session of the FPoiice Court, 
whose duty it snall be to wateh the revy- 
enue that comes into the court and to file 
@ sworn repqrt with the Comptrolier,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The American 
members of the Paris Peace Commission 
are expected to sail for the United States 
by Dec. 10. Jt is said that they have Se- 
cured staterooms for that date and that 
they will be in Washington about the mid- 
dle of the month. 

It will require at least until the holidays 
to prepare the treaty for the Senate. As 
soon as the latter passes on it the com- 

. . : 
missioners’ work will end. 

This news is taken as a positive indica- 
tion that the American commissioners ex- 
pect to have the treaty concluded and sign- 
ed by that time. 

The President intends to reward Judge 
Day for his services. If Judge Taft of the 
Circuit Court in the Ohio District is given 
the presidency of Yale. as intimated, {he 
opening will be made for the fuilfiliment of 
the ambition of Judge Day. He would in 
all probability receiVe the appointment to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Judge Taft. It is an open e6ecret among 
the friends of Judge Day that he desires 
to go on the Federal bench, and it is known 
Ahat the President will appoint him to the 
first vacancy, so that Judge Day’s friends 
would be glad to see the selection of Judge 
Taft to the presidency of Yale. 

A bill is now pending in Congress provid- 
ing for the creation of an additional ju- 
dicial district, of which Ohio is to form a 
‘part. If this bill passes, it is understood to 
be the intention of the President to nom- 
inate Judge Day for the place.

TO THE LAST MOMENT. 
Spain Will Use Her Time Limit in 

Useless Haggling Over Terms. 
PARIS, Nov. It now known: that 
Spain will exhaust her time limit, which 
expires on Monday, before replying to the 
American offer regarding the Philippine 
Islands. In the meanwhile the Spaniards 
are canvassing the entire field and exhaust- 
ing every resource to postpone the inevit- 
able. : 
They could not aecept the American ultl- 
matum as final without asking- if it were 
really so. It applied to. the time limit. 
Now, the Spaniards apparently doubt the 
fixedness of the amount the Americans of- 
fered; for the’ Philippimes, and to-day they’ 
sent a communication _to the American 
commissioners asking if the latter would 
accept a counter proposal by Spain to cede 
the Philippines for 300,000,000. Spain im- 
agines the Americans might be willing to 
lop off the great island of Mindanao from 
the Philippines and pay Spain $50,000,000 for 
what would remain, instead of $20,000,000, 
now offered for the entire achipeiago. 
Spain will learn in response to such in- 
quiry that Americans employ the word ul- 
timatum to signify ultimate conditions. 
However strenuously Spain may seek to 
increase her money advantage for the ces- 
sion of the Philippines, she will finally be 
compelled to know that the United States’ 
offer means $20,000,000, no more and no less, 
and that the whole archipelago must pass 
to the United States. for that sum. 

Spain, before giving up or turning away, 
will also propose some alternative bargain 
of the Carolines or the Canary Islands, to 
be held in the possession of the United 
States in addition to. the Philippine 
Islands, on condition that Spain be permit- 
ted to retain her sovereignty in the Fhil- 
ippines. In other words, Spain would cede 
certain territory in the Carolines and Can- 
aries, and the control of the Philippines 
by the United States under a nominal 
Spanish savereignty, and, as a further in- 
ducement, propose that the United States 
shall pay Spain no money account of 
the Philippine Islands. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO RIOS. 


The Spanish Ministry Agrees Upon a 
Reply to the United States. 

MADRID, Nov. 2.—The Ministers’ coun- 
eil to-day was occupied exclusively with 
the consideration of the peace question. 
Hventually they unanimously approved the 
instructions to Senor Montero Rios, Prest- 
dent of the Spanish Peace Commission, 
drawn up by the Foreign and Colonial Min- 
isters, which will be telegraphed to Paris 
to-night. oe 

While the Cabinet ministers were most re- 
served regarding the instructions: sent to 
the Spanish Commissioners, it is belleved 
the Philippine question will be settled on 
Monday next.

RUSSIA REACH r UI 


MILITARY TROCHA WILL EXTEND 
| FROM SIBERIA TO THE 
YELLOW SEA. 


LIATONG CUT OFF FROM CHINA. 


Strong Garrisons of Troops to Be Es- 
tablished at Many Points on the 
Manchuria Peninsula. 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—The Russian garri- 
sons in China are to be largely ine gree 
next spring, according to a dispatch fri 
Odessa, based upon authoritative rapt 
information. 

The military establishment at Port Arth- 
ur, the strongest fortified post at the en- 
trance to the Gulf of Pechili, which China 
has virtually ceded to. Russia, will be 
ra.sed to 3.000 troops of all arms. Here 
is to be one terminus of the Trans-Si- 
berian Rai.way, where there will be an 
open port tne year round. 

The force to be sent to Talienwan may 
be inferred from the fact that barrack 
room is to be provided there for 15.000 
men.

Gustav Zending'’s case of asphasia or loss 
of memory is probably the most remarkKa- 
ble known to alienists in this or other coun- 
tries.

Unfortunately no adequate opportunity 
was given for a thorough study of the 
case by experts on mental diseases, and 
hence there is no scientific record of it. 

Zending is a Hebrew, who for many 
years wanderéd from one end of the coun- 
try to another in search of some ciew 
io his own identity. 

He was pertectiy aware of his pitiable 
condition, Knew that the name Dy Wiici 
he was known was not his own, but that 
part of his brain which cairies memory 
was inoperative. 

From the day of his affliction memory 
of circumstances was retained in his mind, 
‘but the memory of everytning Defore ils 
aiflicuon was wiped out. An emineiit 
alienist has compared memory lO @ civsei 
in which there are a number of pegs. A 
circumstance or a thought, or a scene is 
hung upon its proper pegs In the mem- 
ory, to be removed and used at wili, Just 
as one wouid remove clothing trom ihe 
pegs in the closet. In Gending’s case, ail 
the pegs fell aown of a sudden and he had 
lo Slart with a new set, 

His recovery of the lost pegs and their 
burden of remembrance Was as sudden as 
tneir disappearance,

Letters Give This Information and Yet 
There Is Some Mystery About 
the Advices Sent.

UPPER ALTON AGITATED. 


Frequency 
Aroused All the Citizens. 
Supervisor Loehr of Wood River Town- 
ship has petitioned Gov.

Nov. 18. 
If something startling does not develop 


in this mysterious case within the next 
week it will be a surprise to the people of 
Alton. Upper Alton is wild with rumors— 
rumors that can searcely be intimated by 
the press, because of the foulness of the 
crime and the insecure basig upon which 
these rumors rest, until the suspects are 
arrested. 

Meanwhile the people of Upper Alton are 
highly alarmed at the frequency with which 
crimes are committed there. The village 
has a population of 3000, la a college town 
with a heavy aristocracy, and has hereto- 
fore had no need for a police foree of great- 
er proportions than a single town marshal. 

Within the last 10 days a prominent citi- 
zen of the community has been assassinated 
and at least a half dozen . homes in the 
village have been robbed by a burglar. He 
began at the home of A. E. MilNs, where he 
stole a watch, money and clothing, and in 
successive nights hase entered th homes of 
Peter Benson, Alonzo Miller, Lathy Wag- 
goner and Wiliam Bisland. At each place 
he has secured plunder, and in almost 
every instance he hase been seen. The cool- 
ness of the fellow is sheer impudence. At 
the Mills home Mrs. ‘Mills awoke and saw 
him in the room. She thought him her son 
and said: “What is it, Archie?’ The burg- 
lar answered: ‘‘Hush, mother, there’a a 
burglar in the house,”’ and then, while the 
mother lay in fear leat the son should find 
the burglar and be shot by him, the visitor 
went down the stairs and out of the house, 
But this was pardonable impudence, in 
eomparison with what the Durgliar hae ex- 
hibited since by continuing his work every 
night, though he Knows every house in the 
village is barricaded and fortified, in antici- 
pation of his coming. Thursday night he 
tried to enter two houses end was heard 
and frightened away.

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COST OF POLITICAL CANVASSES. 


Returns made by Congressional candidates in some of the 
Eastern States under corrupt practices acts show that the 
expenses of such a canvass put public office beyond the reach 
of poor men. 

Mr. William Astor Chanler paid out $6444 for election ex- 
penses in the Fourteenth New York, while his competitor, Mr. 
Quigg, spent $5998. Another candidate paid out $7500, while in 
other districts the expenses ranged from $3000 to $6000. 

It is not charged that any of this money was spent for cor- 
ruption, but it is difficult to understand why legitimate ex- 
penses should be so heavy. It might be wise to define more 
strictly the term “legitimate expenses,” and, if possible, keep 
down the cost of a canvass to a reasonable figure. It isa 
dangerous condition in which political honor is a luxury which 
only rich men can afford.

RELIEF FROM A MUSTARD PLAGS- 
TPR.—Do you want to Know how to ob- 
tain quick relief from a mustard plaster 
with no blistering? Well, make a paste just 
thick enough to spread well by mixing 
graham flour with warm or cold water, 
never hot. Spread upon a piece of stout 
muslin and thickly sprinkle ground mus- 
tard over the surface. Cover this with a 
piece of thin muslin moistened with warm 
water and apply to the affected part of the 
body. The paste will keep the poultice 
moist for hours, and the thin cloth will 
prevent the blistering. On extremely ten- 
der skins the muslin covering should be 
doubled. When the poultice is removed 
there will be no stickiness or dampness 
about the clothing or flesh, and not the 
least danger of taking cold, which usually 
accompanies poulticing.
